After eight months of service in 


Vera Cruz, 
where 
he 
had 
many 


.hrilllng experiences, 
Amos Shinkle 


Has returned to his father's home iu 
Morrisville, where he Is spending a 
month's furlough. 


Young Shinkle enlisted 
about a 


year ago while in Baltimore, enter- 
ng the 
United States Marine Ser- 


,'ioc. 
After undergoing the 
usual 


liree mouths' training at Norfolk, he 
warded the Morro Castle with a reg- 
ment of other soldiers and started 
'or the Mexican city, 
where serious 


.rouble was then brewing- 


Shinkle, with the other marines, 


irrlved in Vera Cruz during the height 
if itbe trouble, and after the troops 
ook possession of the city, he was as- 
signed to police duty. He served both 
in outpost and Impost duty with the 
Eleventh Company of the Third Regi- 
nent, of which he is a member. 
The city was placed under martial 


aw when given to the charge of Gen- 


1 Funston. Even after this there 


were outbreaks and the marines had 
many escapes from the "snipers," who 
were bitter against the United States 
troops. One of the most thrilling ex- 
lerieuces of the young marine came 
when a small group of his fellow-mu- 
ines, who were guarding the

works, were given ten minutes to sur- 
•ender by the Federals.

were wounded. 
These wounded sol- 


diers were taken to the Vera Cruz 
lospltnl, where they were cared for by 
Mexicans. 


The young marine left Vera Cruz 


November 23 and landed in Philadel- 
phia. 
On the return trip the marines 


were given an excellent Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner and the trip was extremely 
pleasant, as all of the boys were glad 
to again 
get 
back 
to the 
United 


States. 
Shiukle enlisted for 
four 


years 
and he expects to go to the 


Panama canal Koue soon after he re- 
turns from his furlough. 


The excellent service rendered by the 


company of which young Shinkle was 
a member was highly commended by 
Major General Barnett after their re- 
turn from the Vera Cruz service, and 
be especially mentioned the excellent 
order that was maintained in the city 
all the time of the Eleventh Company 
was on duty there.

Doylestovv'n, who issued it from the 
office of the Doylestown Democrat, of 
whieh he Is the principal owner. 


The reason given is that the pa- 


per failed to receive sufficient 
local 


support.

the local manager, 


and Mrs. Florence K. Biackfan 
was 


the local editor. 
Theodore 6. Kitchin, 


publisher of the Lamhertville Record, 
announces that he will publish a local 
paper to be known as The Coryell 
Courier, beginning with the first Thurs- 
day In January, so New Hope will not 
be without a local newspaper. 


Mr. Kitchin conducted the 
News 


for Dr. Glasgow three years, 
ending 


April 1, 1000. 
He is a. member of 


the Solebury Farmers' Club, the Cor- 
yell's Ferry Community Association 
and Citizens' Literary Society, and is 
a grandson of the late Ely Kitchin, who 
lived the earlier part of his life with 
hii uncle, John Kitchin, near the Sole- 
bury Friends' meeting bouse.

Old Diary, Brought to Light, Tells of 


Early Indians Here. 


A member of the Historical Society 


of Pennsylvania recently unearthed an 
old diary kept by his great-grandfath- 
er in which are recorded many inter- 
esting facts hi connection with the Leu- 
ape Indians which inhabited this reg- 
ion before the advent of the white man. 
One entry mentions the deuth of the 
last Indian In this part of the country 
which opens u dispute: with records of 
historians who mention other members 
of the tribe as the Just "f their race 
and give other localities as their habi- 
tations. The Indian referred to in the 
diary was still alive at an advanced 
age in 17R8 and lived on the birthplace 
of Daulel Boone, the pioneer, near the 
Schuylkill river, about forty miles above 
Philadelphia. He worked as a laborer 
on the plantation of one of the Boones. 
He was so well liked by the Boones 
that he was persuaded to remain with 
the family after the few 
remaining 


members of his tribe moved out of the 
other hunting grounds. He built him- 
self a cubin on a ridge a short distance 
from the Boone house, and it was there 
that he was found dead one morning. 
His Indian name is not given, but he 
n as known to the white people as Uncle 
.Toe. For years after his death the 
inhabitants of the vicinity believed 
that the old Indian's ghost frequented 
the locality, and every year on the an- 
niversary of his death someone would 
report that they had heard him give the 
war cry of his tribe. To this day in- 
hnbitan'ts of the locality believe that the 
ghosts of Indians infest the surround- 
ing countryside. 


The Most Curissis Ferryboat in the 


World. 


Perhaps the most curious ferryboat 


to be found in the world is at Simla, 
India say.< a writer in the January 
Strand 
The river that flows to the 


northeast of Stmi, the chief town of 
the Simla HU1 States, has few bridges, 
so necessity being the mother of inven- 
tion a novel method has been adopted. 
The' skin of a buffalo is Inflated with 
air and is placed, with the four feet 
upward, to float in the water. The 
owner then throws himself over it, and 
the one or two passengers sit or lean 
on the top of him. By means of a 
small paddle In his right hand and 
the movement to and fro of his legs 
in the water the owner takes his pass- 
engers across. The Journey takes from 
three to five mhmtes and the modest 
sum of a pice (one farthing) Is charged. 
It is only by repeated crossings in a 
day that a man can earn much, but so 
many natives use this means of going 
to and from their villages that the 
trade is not unremunerative. 
Few 


things are more comical than these 
mussacks, whether moving In mid- 
stream or being carried back to the vil- 
lage at night on the owner's back. 
They are, of course, very light, and are 
about two and one-half yards long, 
They seem to be safe, except In mon- 
soon weather, when heavy rain has 
caused a rapid current, but at suet 
a tune two mussaeks are often linked 
together, so thnt, being heavier, they 
can avoid the rocfc.' "

The Cruiser. 


The cruiser is a predatory ciaft with 


n thin skin and a huge set of engines 
It is built for tlie purpose of getting to 
places in n tremendous hurry nnd of 
removing from said places with even 
greater speed. 


The cruiser is liuilt of steel nnd car- 


ilex plenty of guns. However, they are 
not large guus. They are onl} large 
enough to tear nn ocean liner in two 
nt one shot—not inrge enough to be of 
nny use in a real war. A battleship 
would bark once ut n cruiser and then 
spend three dnys hunting for the re- 
mains, if It could get within reach. But 
the business of the cruiser is to remain 
exceedingly aloof from the hostile bnt- 
tleshlp. 


For tills purpose the modem cruis- 
1s composed largely of engines. It 


cnn travel faster than a train on a idll- 
road operated on tt "safety first, speed 
nowhere" schedule. Thirty miles an 
hour is not fast for an agile cruiser 
when it is headed for safety under full 
steam. 
Germany and England have 


cruisers which are as large as battle- 
ships, and which travel 35 miles au 
hour. The Goeben is one of them. The 
entire English and French fleets hunt- 
ed her up and dawn the Mediterranean, 
but she dodged the whole collection and 
is now placidly blowing up Russian 
gunboats under a Turkish flag. 


The United States also has many 


cruisers, hut they do not travel 30 miles 
an hour. An American cruiser is built 
for comfort, not for speed. It has al- 
ways been the policy of the eminent 
fossils In charge of the American navy 
to build war vessels about flve knots 
slower than the prevailing style abroad. 
This adds to their safety iu making It 
Impossible for them to catch up with 
a hostile vessel and provoke a fight. 


The ciuiser's business is to destroy 


tlie enemy's merchant marine and to do 
the general all-around scrapping while 
Hie battleships remain tenderly guard- 
ed at home. Over 100 cruisers of all 
nations have been sunk since the pres- 
ent war began, while the battleships are 
still doing duty as health resorts.— 
George Fitch.

;rees was left standing in one spot. 
The assistant ordered the Malajn to 
cut them down, but they refused, say- 
ing that these trees were tlie abode of 
nn evil spirit. 


A day or two later some Tamils were 


induced to pile dry branches around 
one of the trees, pour kerosene ov« 
the pile, and set nre to the tree. While 
this was being done a log fell on om 
of the Tamils, cutting his shoulder to 
the bone. When the fire was lighted 
i snake bit the Tamil, who thrust the 
match in, and, in spite of the kerosene, 
the tree refused to burn. 


Next morning the assistant ordered 


the Tamils to chop the tiee down, 
which they did, but when the tree gave 
way It fell on one of the men and nearly 
killed him. 


The third morning the Tamils were 


absent from work, und on Inquiry the 
assistant was Informed that they were 
ill. Supposing them to lie merely nm- 
lingerlng, the Enroiiean asked the es- 
tate doctor to go round to the coolie 
lines with him nnd examine the men. 
Here the doctor I'ound the whole seven 
of them really III, quite unable to rls 
from their lieds, and ordered their re- 
moval to the estate hospital.

Jieeses in the method of manufacture. 
Sacb Stilton U made In « circular 
mold, or vau two feet deep and about 
nine Inches lu diameter, perforated at 
J»e sides and bottom. When the milk 
ias been turned Into curd by meansMf 
rennet It U trausferred Into tbe vat. 
which is lined wltb a coarse woven 
cloth, wltb a ladle 
When a thin layei 


of cuid covers the bottom of tbe mold 
a little dry salt Is sprinkled over It 
This is supposed to create the blue 
mold often found In Stiltons. 
Then 


more curd Is added In layers until the 
vat is full. Tbe whey gradually drains 
through the cloth and out o£ the boles 
Into the pan In which tbe vat stands 
After tbe curd has stood for twenty- 
four hours a tin disk is laid on the top 
and a weight applied to hasten the 
expulsion of the whey. 
When quite 


firm the cheese is removed from the 
vat and placed on a shelf to dry 
After 


some days the cloth Is taken off and 
the cheese Is left to ripen to a special 
room, th? temperature of which never 
varies —London Answers.

report of the explosion was heard 2,000 
miles away. Cotopasi, In Mexico, once 
broke loose so suddenly that the snow
